Foreign Influences Against Am- 
erican Enterprise Subject of 
Complaint to Washington. 



Bj Associated Trets. 

New York, Jidy 13.— Tlio Tribune to- 
morrow will publish the following: 

"A business alliance of American and 
linglish capitalists has been recently 
formed, wliicli is of uiuisual interest and 
importance because of tlie leading po- 
sitions" held by these men on both sides 
of the Atlantic, because of the many 
millions of dollars involved in it, be- 
cause the United States government is 
about to be asked to give the compact 
oUlcial sanction uud moral support, be- 
cause England has already approve it, 
and because the field of its operations 
is beyond the jurisdiction of both na- 
tions. 

"The funnouncement of this iiiliance 
was made yesterday (Thursday) by W. 
F. Whitridge, of the linn of Gary & 
Whitridgo, who now lills the place loft 
vacant by the death of ex-Senator Bryce 
as chuirmuii of tiie executive committee 
of the American Development Com- 
pany. 

"The company is one party to 
tl)e agreement, and the other is the 
British and Chinese Corporation. Tliis 
makes a combination of tlie most pow- 
erful capitalists in the world. The lield 
of thejr activities is China." 

Washington, July 10.— .Secretary Hay 
received a call this moniing from \V. 
Barclay Parsons, the engineer repre- 
senting the ■ American railway conces- 
sionaires controlling the projected rail- 
road from Canton to Hankow, China. 
Mr. Parsons exjilained at some length to 
the secretary the obstacles that Jiave 
been encountered by his coiniuiny in 
carrying out its concessioiiH. The Chi- 
nese government is oslcnsibly held to 
be obstructing tlie concessionaires, but 
behind that government and urging it 
unwilling on its course nro foreign in- 
fluences, according to Mr. Parsons, 
which are striving to secure for them- 
selves this concession. 

Mr. Parsons rejiresentcd that an Eng- 
lish comiiany holding the concession for 
a line from Canton to Kowloon was pre- 
pared to unite interests with the Ameri- 
can corporation and effect a combitm- 
tion to maintain themselves against 
these foreign influences. The British 
governmeut would . naturally look after 
the Interests of its subjects, and the 
American corporation asks Secrotarj- 
Hay to take similax- action to require 
the Chinese government to" permit the 
execution of the concession. Secretary 
Hay promised to lay the matter before 
tlie President. 

The first stop to be taken is to secure 
fioin United States Minister Conger <it 
Pokin an exact statement of facts upon 
wliicli to proceed. The Cliinese govern- 
ment has already been distracted Iiy the 
rival claims of England and lliissia to 
railroad concessions in Northern China, 
and the present conflict in the South 
promises to be finite as dillicult of ad- 
justment. 

GARONNE AT CAPE NOME,

Seattle, July 14.— (Special)— Captain 
Ilardwick of the steamer Alliance re- 
ports that the British steamer Garonne 
had a great deal of difficulty in landing 
li(!r passengers and freight for Cape 
Nome.

Tin 
steamer anchored 18 miles ofl: shore and 
sent passengers In by steam launch.

manufactured into steel. The German 
steamship Claudius, with a capacity of 
nearly 5,000 tons, has been chartered for 
the Newfoundland ore trade. The de- 
mand for iron and. moflganese ores .for 
the manufacture of steel, is tremendoua, 
and not only are mines in distant British 
India and on the Black sea and Mediter- 
ranean soa districts being drawn upon 
to supplv this demand, but shipments are 
being made from Rio Janeiro and other 
(luarters in Brar.il. At present there are 
twenty-six steamers on they way to this 
port with cargo for either manganese or 
iron ore,

In Quarantine. 



Two Trans- Pacific Liners Held 
Prisoners With Plague 
Aboard. 



Royalty Accorded a Warm Re- 
ception on Arrival at 
Nagasahi. ' 



Oiie of the ships Jo arrtToat tiuanm- 
tine from China and Japan yesterday 
-was llio O. P. K. special liner Atliouiaii. 
Slio left Hongkong on June 10, Moji on 
the 25tli, Kobe on the 20th, and Yoku- 
hainn on the 29th, and nrri.ved h'.'re after 
a splendid trip, lasting 14 days. 

She brings news that the Pacilic mail 
steamer City of Pekiu, of San Francisco, 
and the Nippon Yuaen Kaisha liner Am- 
erica Maru are tied up at Yokohama 
-with cases of black plague aboard, and, 
, that a third ship, a Nippon liner, is 
quarantined at Nngaslca. The America 
Mam had two cases among her Chinese 
l)ass(,'ugers, and one of the patients luul 
died. It had not been learned by the 
Athenian officers how many eases had 
dftvoloped on either of the other ships, 
as on the day of the Athenian's de- 
•yarture the Pity of Pekin had just ar- 
rived. To the Amoric.-i Maru the de- 
tention may mean (luite a serious loss. 
She was aoon to leave on her voyage 
acroas the Pacific, when on discovery of 
plague aboard her mails and Yoltohama 
passengers had to be turned over lo 
other ships. ■ 

The Northern .Pacific liner Olympia, 
due on- Sunday according lo Qapt. ilow- 
att of the Athenian, which passed lier 
oft quararaine ut Yokohama when leav- 
ing port for Victoria, is carrying her 
mail, while one of her passengers, in the 
person of Bishop W. Horn, arrived here 
. OD the Athenian. 

1 Dr. Sweetlove, the Athenian's surgeon, 
says that ' the plague in the Orient is 
not on the increase. There were si.xteen 
cases at Hongkong when ne left, and 
the:slclc list varies from that number up 
to ^twenty-lour. The droad disease i.s 
■confined almost wholly to the Jlongol- 
ians, the contagion seenimg lo e.vist only 
where tilth and poor saniliiry conditions 
are to bo round. 

Tlie Athenian brought few A.iiaties 
to "vnctoria, only nine Chiniimen having 
liind<'(l. <iut of a total nuail)er of twenty- 
two l-'h!iics(! and eighty-three .Tapanese 
nboiird. There were in all live European 
l>as.si'n,!,'ers. Bishop \V. Horn, who, af- 
ter allciiilint; conventions of the Angli- 
can clnuch at Portland and San Fran- 
fisiMi, has been making u lour of in- 
spection of the Japanese missions and 
is now on his way home to Cleveland, O., 
with ti. rather poor impression of the 
greatness of Japs among civilized na- 
tions, 

Mr. I'\ C. Walcott, bis only companion, 
in Ihe saloon, is a New York gentle- 
juan, who hns been enjoying the some- 
■wliul unitjue pastime of hunting in Jap- 
-•ui. 

Of the remaining jKissentiors, AV. Sut- 
ton and W. McDonald are on their way 
lo llie Atlin gold-lields from far-off 
SiMilli Africa, having reached the Orient 
on (lue of the Nippon Yuseu Kai.sha 
Kleiinieis, and Mr. h\ G. Leonard is a 
Sini Francisco banker, who has been 
]o(d;ing after business interests in the 
Orient. 

.\s cargo the Athenian brings 1500 
ton^i of this .season's tea crop, 220 bales 
(if sill;, and a quantity of general mer- 
•cliandifte. 

Just before leaving Hongkong Admiral 
AViitsoii. Admiral Dewey's successor, 
had arrived on the City of Pekin. Prince 
llcniy ami the Princess reached Nagas- 
l;a oil June 28, on hoard the Flying 
I )iil(!in;:in, escorted by a Crcrmnn fleet 
rif nil li-i.r-war. The occasion nf their 
visit was made much of by the Japanese 
«iid I he fo: , ign men-of-war in port, which 
were all di^cked out' with flags. Fetes on 
shoi'i' and on hoard were given- in celebra- 
tion, and a general jubilation was hold. 
On re-embiirking, the royal guests headed 
for tlie Straits Settlements. 
H. M, S. Powerful was getting ready 
' to sail on her trial trip os tlie Athenian 
left Hongkong. She underwent exten- 
aire repairs on the Chinese station, which 
were completed towards the end of last 
month. 

Dr, Graham, port doctor al Kobe, was 
to sail for America on the next steamer 
leaving Kobe, after the Athenian left. 
He is coming to Tacoma to continue bis 
practice there. 

Dr. Sweetlave of the Athenian, on 
leaving Japan, on his lust official trip 
across the Pacific was awarded the Jap- 
anese Red Cross for the number of suc- 
cessful voyages he has made to &nd from 
that country.

STILL A MYSl'ERY. 

San Francisco Police Unable to Find Out

Were Bought. 

The police of San Franclbco have not yet 
boon able to ilud out whore the candled 
cherries sent to Mlsa Florence Campbell, 
and said to hare contained poison, vrere 
purcbased. 

The cherries were examined by acyeral 
confectioners, at the recpiost of Joh£"_H. 
RiUhoni, before llicy weri' placed la tiie j 
h.TiKls of the pollro. Tliose experts declare 
the confections iin^ of French mannfuctiirn, 
are very oUl anil not the class oC goods 
found In llrst-ehiss stores. From this the 
police believe they were obtained by the 
wouhl-bc i)ul.soaer eltlici- la sou.e country 
town or at one of tlic niuuy tiinaU eundy 
stores hi the outlying districts of San 
Francisco, where the demand for gince 
fnilt Is Undted. 

Detective Dillon, who la working on the 
case, thinks Italhom might aid In the solu- 
tion of the mystery If he so desired. Bathom 
conducted a personal Investigation for sev- 
eral days before consulting the,, chief of 
pnllce, and^ as Dillon says,, be 'might give 
the police a starter to work on. The 
actoctlvcs think Rathom suspects who sent 
the package through the mulls, even If 
he docs nut know the poisoner's Ideullty.

CouHrniation of rich placer iiads in the 

hhick sands at AVreck Bay, seven miles 
from Ucluelet, on the "West Coast of 
Vancouver Island, was received ycster- 
il.'iy ihrongh the arrival of Mr. .lames 
A. Ferguson, an experienced miner. lie 
spent 10 days on the grouud, and says 
that the report that as high as $3.50 to 
the pan has 'been ■washed out was no 
e.Kaggeration. Five rockers were at 
work when he left, and a large nund)er 
of locations had been made. Mr. Fer- 
guson himself obtained an average of 
SLi.nO to the pan in several tests which 
he made. The deposit is said to be of 
considerable extent. 

Speaking of other mining on the West 
Coast, Mr. Ferguson states that the 
Jumbo shaft at Clayotiuot is down i).5 
feet, and a large, ore body running north- 
east has been found at the tSOO-foot level. 
At Bea river the GentUe-has'O.^fcct of 
copper ore, ajVerUging high^ iu hipy» co|)- 
per and silver in the shaft.' The cross- 
cut at 120 feet failed to reach the ore 
body, but the ipro8pect"is that it will 
be encountered at 200 feet. " ' 

The first payment of $2,000 has been 
made on the Ca&tic group. 

Dr. Marshall has bonded the Thor 
group from Mr. Ferguson, and has a 
force of men at work. 

The Helga incline is down 42 feet, 
and Mr. Goltz, the foreman, has , men 
engaged in sinking shaft No. 2.

Seattle,^ July .3,4.— The stJ^aincr A1U-; 
anee brings news cciiifirming the stOries 

of fabulous riches in the Cape Nome 
district, Tlie 200 passengers all tell the 
same story, of gold in abundance. They 
tell Of gold clinging to tlie grass roots 
below the tundra, gold in the snnd along 
the thirty-mile beach washed by the 
Bchring sea; gold creeks and gold gulch- 
es, in fact gold everywhere, ^s'nggets lo 
I he value of JjilCOOO, taken out of claim 
No. S, above Discovery, in ton days, with 
hut thi' aid of primitive inathods, is 
aboard the steamer Roanoke, whilo iin 
amount fully as largo, LC not larger, 
is iu the possession of claim owners. 
This cutii'c aiiiotiiit was taken from 
tlirci." claims during two weeks, and is 
considered by tlie owners as merely Hie 
scratchings. 

Colors innniiirrablu c:in be found al- 
most anywhere throughout the zone, 
which is Ihlrty-live miles siiuiire, and 
with the exception of several creeks east 
of Snal;e, .\'oiiie. Fenny ;inil Cripple riv- 
ers, ami the extreme headwaters of 
these streams, a good portion of 
tlie available ground has been staked. 

The gold runs about $18 an ounce in 
value, and while not as coarse as that 
obtained in the Klondike regtou, is sulll- 
ciently coarse for all purposes. The 
creeks on which the claims are lo- 
cated are situated from three to' eight 
miles buck of Nome City and Aavil City, 
a'ui are easy of access so. Car na the 
grades are concerned. The timber mahcs 
walking more or less difficult, but along 
the river banks paths" for' horses can bo 
beaten, and there is a strong possibility 
that light-draft ve.isels can ascend tin 
Nome and Snake rivi^rs for some dis- 
tance. Further sounding.s nud investi- 
gatious will settle this point. 

The beach, ccteiidiiig from thirty to 
thirty-five miles east iinil wi-sl from Cape 
Xoiiu'. has been slaked, and promises tine 
results. A number of men are luakiiig 
from SIO to a day from these claims, 
and one woman, who hn.s four men cm 
ployed, is making as high as .$70 a day. 
One miner in Cape Nome district took out 
."?8,000 in nine days. The richest 
creeks are Ophir, MiMsiufj, Ujldorado 
and Discovery, The diggings arc reach- 
ed b.v coasting over the ice from Ciipe 
Nome along the coast to Golovin Bay, 
thence up the fish river to Xeu-uk-Uik, 
and up a tributary to Council City. 

The biggi>st .strike reportca is .fl),CSO, 
taken out in eight days hy four men. 
This statement brought down in the 
form of an atlidnvil made liy (J. W. 
I'rice. of Council City, who left for Cape 
Nome, carrying fifty-live pounds of golil 
with him. Price was met by David F. 
liiine. one of the i>assengeis on the .-\1 
liauce. Lane talked witli liim. and hii: 
every faith in what Price said. 

The Xunie discovery was made by Dr. 
Ilaltlierg, a Swedish missionary, e:irly 
last fall, who went to the cape and pros- 
pected several creeks. The iiinvs was 
carried to St. Michael in November hy 
Laplanders, who said tlait they 1i:hI seeii 
gold 'On Snake river, that had been 
thrown up by squirrels burrowing in the 
tundra. The news was discredited, but 
later it was verified, and then ilie r 
began. Many froze to death on the 
trip, the therm omoter en, route and nt 
Nome dropping a.s low as (!.") degrees he- 
low zero. 

The CpramRrcinl companies hndi lost 
a uumber of employees, wliii joined in 
the stampeije and the majority of them 
are now in the possession of valuahle 
claims. Provisions are- plentiful, though 
in March supplies brought one dollar a 
lioiind. 

The ice went out of the river on May 
-I, the earliest in a great many years. 
SCURVY'.S VICTIMS. 

The Alliance not only brought stories 
of gold from tiie North, but also stories 
of privation. Scurvy wrought havoc 
during the winter .and nmny snccunil)iMl. 
'I'lie worst fate befell a Ili)ly(d;e. .\|.ass., 
Iiarty, seven of whom dicil after pro- 
tvacted agonies. ''J'he <lead are: .liic 
Fountain, Maynard, (irotcau, (Jarr, Dr. 
Brigham and ,Tnc;; Burke, CJarr froze 
to death on lli(> truil while staKiiig a 
(daim. Biukt? froze to (li':ith on llie 
trail between Dexter and Chceikok. He 
was a runaway whaler ami tnarricMl to 
an Kskimo woiuiin nt Port Clarence. 

Scurvy made terrible lavages among 
the miners nt Cape Nome. Dut of a 
party of JOO, IS cii.ses of scurvy ilcvel- 
ojied iluriiig the winter, and tlu' stricken 
men wcr(! hauled on sleils and hauled 
over the ice to .St. .Miclnud- 

Times were very |n'aeeahli' a I Cape 
Nome during the winter, an<l there was 
no trouble. One murder was. committed 
at Agootulik, details of which are lad; 
ing.

Gidug ILeu kaeit, hlhiil- 
folded, the sheriff haied ids bosoiu, painted 
a spot over his heart, sti'pped back tour 
paces, rested his rilie across a beach and 
Ured. 'J'he liiiUet eiiti'riil itic l)reiiat, hut 
missed tlio siioi. CoIiik fell backward and 
tiioaaed for an hour before he expired.

THE WRECK BAY GOLD FIELD. 

Favornbic reports continno to bo re- 
ceived from the black sand of Wrocli 
Bay, and there Beems to be good reason 
to believe that they may prove produc' 
tlve. The Colonist sent a representa- 
tive yesterday to visit the, scene of the 
discovery, with instructions to report up- 
on matters just ns he finds them. Wo 
hope to be able to give suoh a report 
as •will establish the character of the 
district. In the meantime, it would per- 
haps hi well if those persons who con- 
template going to the scene would await 
our representative's return. We hope 
to be able to priut his report in Tuesday's 
Colonist. If the expectations of those 
with whom representatives of this paper 
have talked are. substantiated, tlie di.s- 
covery will be a matter of groat import- 
ance to this city. If the story is only 
one more of those which get into circu- 
lation upon insufficient data, the sooner 
this is made known the better. 



\ VISITING PRESSMEN. 

Yesterday Victoria was visited by near- 
ly four hundred representatives of the 
press of the Middle and Eastern states. 
As is usual in such cases, there were 
a nomher of ladies in the party, but 
more tba'n a hundred newspapers, most 
of them prominent, were represented, 
In anticipation of their visit, the Colon- 
ist expressed its wish that such of the 
people of Victoria as had any suggestion 
to make as to what ought to be printed 
tor the information of these visitors 
would communicate with ua. There was 
to be no money in it for the Colonist, but 
quite tlio reverse, for we olTered to give 
as much space as possible to printing 
Buggestions, and to furnish each visitor 
with a copy of the paper. Not one sug- 
gestion was received. Whether this is^ 
to be taken as a compliment, and as ovi- 
denciug the opinion of the people that 
the Colonist knows all there is to be said 
in this way, or whether it was due to 
sheer indifference, we express no opin- 
ion. It is interesting to cljronicle the 
fa<:t. Yesterday morning when the party 
were ready to see the city, very few 
persons were on hand to extend them 
even the courtesy of a friendly word 
The absence was noted, as it was so 
much in contrast with the re- 
ception they received elsewliere, and 
that it is not characteristic of 
Canada will be shown by the 
fact that Vancouver is preparing' (o en- 
tertain the same party in a liheijil way. 
Wo do not ivi.'ih to be understood as 
finding fault. We are only stating the 
plain 'facts of the case. If this is, in 
the opinion of the people of Victoria, the 
best way to receive visitors, who are in 
a position to say many good words for 
the city, wo have no objection to make. 
We only ask that when next the Colonist 
and the other city papers are asked why 
they do not put tor.th more effort, to 
make the city and Its advantnges known 
to the world, tlie (inestioners wiP, them- 
felves be prepared with some Buggcstions 
as to how the thing ought to be done. 
In fairness to our late visitors, ive may 
odd that they did not expect any lavish 
entertainment. They came prepared to 
pay for what they received, and did so. 
They were much pleased with what they 
.saw. They went away iuipresHCHl with 
the beauty and advantages, of Victoria. 
As their stay wns so very short, it was 
perhaps better that no set programme 
was prepared. In fact, owing to uncer- 
tainty as to their niovcnients, there was 
no time to prepare a programme, if any 
one had desired to do so. But- we can- 
not help thinking that an excellent op- 
portunity of creating a still more fa- 
vorable impression was lost by the in- 
(lifTcroiicc of the citizens. There will be 
another press association here from Bast- 
«rn Canada in • few weeks. 



THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

We are glad to see the Oregonian 
drawing attention to the importance of 
the United' States baring no obstacles 
put in the way of free access to the lower 
Yukon by way of the Canadian portion 
of that river.

The Yukon from 
Bennt^Jt to the 141st meridian is as 
much the luk'I'wny to interior Alaska as 
it is to Klondike, I* Canada saw fit 
to refuse.. bonding privileged to United 
States merchnndlse destined to poiliits in 
interior Alaska, it could not be got into 
the country at all, except by th(j iong,' 
rouud-aboiit way of St. ^^,cllacls On 
the pther liaud, {^6 tnitod States Is 
permitted to retain possession of the 
Lynn canal ports and refuses.to permit 
Canadian goods to cross the strip in 
bond. Canada can get a route to the 
sea from tlie Yukon o-ver her own terri- 
tory. Canada can shut the United States 
out of interior Alaska for all but two 
months in the year. . The United States 
cannot shut CanadA out of the Yukon 
country at all. Under these clrcum- 
stances, it is more to the interest of the 
United States than Canada to ah-ango

A MATTER OF MILEAGE. 

The Times thinks that Sir Hibbert 
Tuppor ought not to have drawn niile- 
nge from Victoria to Ottinva, seoiii!,' that 
ho represented a Nova Scotia constitu- 
ency. Perhaps it is just as well to say 
n little on this subject. The law is that 
a member of pariiament shall make a 
dcolaratiou of the number of miles 
which he travelled in coming from his 
home to attend the session of parliament, 
and upon this statement the clerk 
makes up the list Sir Hibbert Tuppcr 
could not truthfully certify that ho had 
travelled from Pictou to Ottawa, for ho 
did not. lie did not live in Pictou. A 
similar instance occurred in the case of 
Gen. Laurie, who wns elected from a 
Nova Scotia constituency. The General 
went to live in England and certified to 
having travelled from his home there to 
Ottawa. He drew his mileage accord- 
ingly. The matter was brought up in 
parliament, and the law of tlic case was 
very distinctly stated as above. Let it 
bo supposed thot the case is reversed, 
and that Victoria should elect as its 
reprosootativo a person living in Nova 
Scotia. AVill the Times say that the 
person so elected should draw mileage 
from Victoria? Should he certify that 
he had travelled from Victoria to Ot- 
tawa to attend the session? As it will 
not be contended in such a case that the 
member should draw mileage from his 
constituency, why should he do so when 
the mileage happens to be. less than 
from his residence? Sir Hibbept has not 
received a dollar .ts mileage to which he 
is not legally and morally entitled.'

The B. C. Workmen has been given 
an interview by Attorney-General Mur^ 
till, and' in the course of it he describes 
the disallowance of the anti-Japanese 
legislation as " a gross piece of imperti- 
nent interference." Wo think Unit this 
is about as extraonliaary a criticism as 
was ever made of an act of Imperial 
policy. The legislation in question wn-s, 
as every one knows, disallowed in defer- 
ence ^to , the expressed , wish of Her 
Majesty's government, which pointed out 
that while there was no objection to the 
enactment of feeueral legislation that 
Nvould have tbo effect of kccpine out the 
Japanese, there was the strongest objec- 
tion to the passage of laws against the 
people of that aatipnallj^ by name. The 
p rovlncial government was 'asked to sub- 
mit Its views as to the necessity of such 
a restriction and as to the best means 
of securing it. This request was treated 
with contempt, and now we have the 
Attorncy-Qeneral of the prgTlnce speak- 
ing of the act of the Dominion govecu- 
ment,. done in the most courteoiis manner 
possible in tdSlionsc lo the wish of Her 
Majesty's govcrnmenti as "an imperti- 
nence.*' We do not know that Mr. 
Martin could have said au^rthing that 
would be more resented by the people 
of British Columbia, who are loyal to the 
core to the Mother Country, and lo u 
mar. desirous that nothing shall be done 
to embarr^isK it in its relations with 
other powers. 

AN AUSTRALIAN METROPOLIS. 

Brief Description of the Splendid Otty 
Whence Canadian- Australian 
Liners Set Out, 

Although Sydney in New South Wales 

is precluded from becoming the Auh- 
tralian federal capital, it will always re- 
main the Australian commercial metrop- 
olis. With San Francisco, Chicago and 
Melbourne, Sydney affords an interest- 
ing example of the rapid growth of 
towns of the first rank under mo<lern 
conditions. The cities of the old world 
arc, according to Ihe general rule, the 
result of centuries of the peaceful oi 
turbulent a^grega lions of human atoms 
of growth iu wealth, and of expansion 
lo meet the circumstances of national 
and urban life. Sydney, like the three 
cities above mentioned, has no su''h 
lengthened record. It seems but the 
other day that Captain PliiUip pitched 
his tent on the verdant slopes now 
covered with, warehouses, mercantile 
establishments and public buildings, or 
that the harbor was filled with deserted 
shipping, whose crews had become at 
traded by the tidings of the newly dis- 
covered gold Celdsi. At the present 
moment Sydney ranks as third city in 
the Empire, estimated ;on the basis of 
the annual rating value. It possesses 
!i population of about 400,000, including 
that of the suburbs, the capitalized value 
of the rateable property being nearly 
£90,000.000 sterling. There are about 
00,000 houses and business premises, 
covering an area of nearly Ol.CHJO acres. 
The annual rating value of tlie whole of 
the metropolitan property is nearly 
£5,000,000, a sum considerably in excess 
Of that of the largest British cities and 
towns, with the solitary exception of the 
English metropolis. Sucli facts tell 
Iheir own Htory and indicate the rapid 
progress made by what has been de- 
scribed as " one of the most remarkable 
cities in the world." In 1S08 the total 
number of vessels entered and cleared 
at th(! iport of Sydney was ,'i,150, rejire- 
seutiiig a tonnage of 4,'.'()~),'S1S, the 
nniount of shipping dues collected being 
£S-1,5'!0. The total iuiports of every 
kind amouiltied to £2-l,-i:i:$,r)ljO, and the 
exports to £-tJ7,(;48,117. forming a total 
trade of £.')2,'l'Jl.(i77, against £4.5.40.'),41'2 
in 1897, nn<I £43,. '171,8.-/,) in IS'.)!!. An 
al)le writer says: " .-Vlthougli in point of 
population and wealth Sydney is not to 
1)1' cuniparcd with Jjondon, yd the visitor 
never fails to b(> struck with its iiK^lro- 
IKilitan air; and fiir tlu^ same reasons 
as in tlie case of the city on the Tlianies, 
tlioUKh of course on a reduced scale. 
The population of .Sydney bears an even 
moro disproportionate relation lo that 
of the rest of the country. The city 
itself is given up to business, so that on 
Sundays and iifter nightfall the closed 
v.'areliouses and comparatively silent 
sircets of what bj' <lay are among tlie 
hi'sicst qiiartcrs, stiikinKlv recall tli 
r.ondon ' City," eastward of St. Paul' 
(■ntli(?dral. 'I'lie poj)ulation is out of 
town in the .spre.'iding suburbs that 
frin^'i; the harbor i>v the ocoan boache 
or stretch . away beyoiul J^nlany ( 
towards Parramatta and the <listant out- 
lines of the Blue mountain.s, or clustei 
along the highlands of the northern rail 
way line. • Here the people of the metro 
polia make their homes, withdrawing 
more and more as time goes on from 
the city proper. Like Sydney, each sub- 
urb may be said to have its own muni- 
cipal establishment, controlling local af- 
fairs and supervising the expenditure of 
rates to the best interests of the suburbs 
and its residents. Handsome town balls 
bear evidence to the generally prosper- 
ous condition of the municipal councils 
and to- the stability of the institutions, 
and at the bend of •.^tbese stands the 
monumental edifice of the' Sydney town 
hall, complotod ' in the centennial year. 
Its groat ball is one of the largest in the 
world, pdvci-iiJK :i superliciai area of 
14,110 feet, the length, breadth and 
height being respectively lOOM;, 85 and 
05 feet. The splendid proportions and 
200-foot tower of the town hall make it 
a conspicuous object in the centre of the 
city, and a fitting centre for that muni- 
cipal organization which has dotted the 
face of Now South Wales with import- 
ant and well-governed towns during the 
past fift.v years. Among other notice- 
nble edifices which serve as the land- 
marks of the city may be named the 
university and associated college build- 
ings, giving an old-world air to the 
scenes in which thoy are appropriately 
placed; the two catliedrals, Anglican 
and Roman Catholic; the palatial pub- 
lic ofllces of the colonial secretary, lands 
and works; the post oflicc, with its 
lower of 250 feet and its splendid 
Italian facade of colonnaded granite and 
sandstone liHI! feet in length; the 
miiseiim, many of tlie banks, insurance 
ofllces and commercial liuildings and 
th(! Australia hotel. In many parts of 
the city, as on Pitt street, the way is 
lined with a succession of these magnifi- 
cent buildings, testifying at once to the 
wealth of tlie nietropom and t?> its posi- 
tion as the great commercial point of the 
centinent."

The charge against Charles l$rasb, 
local manager fur Bissinger & Co., &an 
Ifrjuieisco, of having in his possession 
deerskins with: lntent%1» e.vport them, 
oeeupied the attonjJonfof the provincial 
police court all day yesterday, and sev- 
eral expert witnesses were called upon 
to give testimony as to whether the 
sUius in (juestion were tanned or raw. 

After all the evidence was iu and the 
case had been argued. Magisti'ate HnJl 
reserved judgment until July 22, but 
linnouuced that he was not positive tlxut 
he would be able to render a decision 
on that day. 

■ W, V. Best, the assayer, and Theodore 
Lubhe were in the -witiH'Ns box yester- 
day afternoon and explained the change 
whicli took place iu the skin <Uuing the 
process of tanning, and the evidence 
introduced went a great way toward 
showing that the skins which are the 
cause of the action are not raw but are 
l)artially tanned, while counsel for the 
plaintili' contends that »i> lung aH skins 
are not tanned they are raw, and went 
OU to prove his assertions by citing the 
United States tariff laws, which charge 
!i duty of 'M per cent, on tanned hides, 
but no duty on raw skins. 

The skins over which the case is being 
fought were on the munifeHl as "pickled 
skin.s," and the defendants claim that 
tliey are not raw, as ii |)iece of meat 
which is salted is not fresh meat. 

The case is exciting cousiderable in- 
terest throughout tlie province, as It will 
ferevcr tlecide a matter wliich has been 
in doubt for some time Magistrate 
Hall said he thought no matter in whose 
favor the case would be deeiiled, it 
would be appealed to the Supreme court 
of the iirovinco, and will require consid- 
erable litigation to decide the technical 
points.

Provincaal Mining Lows -Sutiiect 
of Interesting yv^ldress 
:and Suggestlonis. 



Atteiftion Called to Island 
>llnlng— The New Offi<fers 
and Council. 



,:,-Xhe annaal. mcotius of -the British 
Ooldmbia'board of Irade, held yesterday 
afternoon, was not so well attended us 
■was expected, iilthough there wiis no 
lack o£ interest in the i)rocoedinES. The 
election of oflicers restiJt<;d in some 
material chasges in the personnel ot the 
management, and the council is now 
constituted very largely of new material. 
JPo.r vice-presideat Messrs. L. G. Mc- 
X^uade and*A. G. McOaadless ran a very 
«ioBe race, the former eventually gain- 
' ing" the victory, Mr. McGandloss being 
4imoQg those chosen oa the council and 
4)(>ard -o£ .ttrbltration. 

Mr.' Q. A. Kirl£. the president, ocou- 
.pied the chair and Secretary Blworthy 
"was In attendance. a>weuty-three mem- 
/bers -were-' present at some time during 
"the meetiue, two or three being unable 
.to remain until the elections took pluce. 

A radical departure had been made in 
die method of dealing -with the annual 
report, which constitutes the chief item 
business at the .yearly general meet- 
ing—this departure dispensing with the 
usual reading of the report by supply- 
ing to each member in advance a draft 
copy. It was expected that ample tune 
for cousidoratiou of the salient feature.s 
would thus have been iifforded, and ihe 
passage of the docimieut be grt-ati>- 
facilitated- 

The notice having been read, however, 
Mr. A. G. McCaudless questioned Ue 
advisabilitj- of proceeding in so import- 
ant a matter with so limited an attonU- 
ance— there being at tbat time but a 
bare quorum present. The suggesUou 
did not meet with general approval, 
however, and the meeting proceeded. 
■ President Kirk commented bnelly 
uponi the departdre from usual custom 
in having the draft report printed and 
distributed to the members so that they 
m'lght be enabled to obtain a better un- 
derstanding of every detail oC the busi- 
ness dealt 'With. With regard to the 
great value of the report, he obser*-ed 
tliat it had now reached a circulation of 
upwards of .7,000 copies, necessitating 
extreme accuracy and completeness. His 
formal motion, seconded by Mr. Simon 
Leiser, was for a reference of the draft 
report to the. incoming council, to bo by 
that body amended in accordance with 
tbe suggestions and wishes of the gen- 
eral meeting, ■ and when so amended, 
printed and .aistributea in the usual 
pamphlet form. 

ritOVINCIAL MINING LAWS. 

Speaking to the motion, Mr. II. 
tlirschel-Cohcn . took occasion to again 
suggest radical and important changes 
In the provincial mining laws, his ad- 
dress, which occupied three-quarters of 
an hour in delivery, being listenwl tu 
svith great interest and marked atten- 
tion. In effect ho said that no one read- 
ing the report could fail to realize the 
importance of having upon the mining 
committee of :lhe hoard gentlemen who 
were directly : attached to the luining 
industry. 

The work of this committee in tlie 
past was pointed to and its utility i^oin- 
mented upon, 'but in reading this year's 
report it must strike all that a clear 
note of despondency was sounded in it. 
The fact was that: British Columbians 
were face to face with a state of affairs 
: in the mining .community that is not as 
, It should be. No .advantage was to be 
gained by a disregard ot facts. Every 
fact, however., unpalatable, should be 
. recognized in its full degree of import- 
.ance, and where faults were found they 
should bo fah-ly mel, and if possible cor- 
rected. 

A diniculty always encountered in tlje 
..past had been 'the .•extreme restiveness 
and sensitivenessi of! those who had been 
for some time in the country, am! Iiy 
long familiarity with existing conditions 
had come to look upon; them as impossi- 
'fcle of improvement, these people there- 
iore objecting with vigor to any sug- 
.gested change. . , , ^ 

He referred mote ipartieularly to tiiu 
recent visit to this .province of Major 
.A. H. Haider. wHio lmd for some time 
.discharged the important dutii's <>( 
Beuter's rcprosentntivt;. in mining niat- 
Iters. Major Haider Iwd Rtntcd (;loarly 
;flad^SUCecinctly his.opiiiion willi regard 
(tOc the errors and .ilofects of British 
•Columbia's mining .laws as he had fuiuui 
-.them. The newsp-npers in .Victoria had 
itreittcd his rcmarlcs with exceeding fair- 
mess. Other papeiu ithro.iighout the 
province, however, had .crilicix.ed him fs- 
tcnsivcly and unfair^. 'L'ii'AV 
cized not the opinions which liad been 
advanced, but the man. They hud said 
that ho had only been Jicro a few weeks, 
aa .though it were to be .expect(-d, tliat ii 
gentleman in his expe.rt capacity wmilcl 
be .detained for years in the country br- 
fore forming any iulelligent .opinions 
with regard to it. 

As ifor the mining Jaws iliemsclvos, 
ptioplo appear to ha v.- .1 very erroneous 
conception 1 of the princijuU reason . of a 
crown reserve. Tliey fceem to forget 
that the cause of the rt-servc was not 
only to work a benclit for the pro.spcct- 
ors, 'but a heu^'fit for the country at 
large. .There one Hlalcsinan in 

Canada, if no itore than one, who ap- 
peared to'have jicaaped the idea that tlie 
mineral ,wwilth®of the country does ipot 
belong .nlQpe to tbe individual nvbo itlis- 
cpvers iit, ibnt, to a great extent, to the 
realm. 

He ivns iii'd by \ny means iT.'fendiiiu,' 
the Yukon inanagei.icnl, but in tliis ri - 
opect at li^nst Hon. Clifford Sifton scem- 
e<l to hav(; n!ached the trui' idea in' 
volved. 

^Snother nli.Htaken tdea existed with 
reference to .olow! corpora tioiis. The gen- 
tlemen compoaiiig many of these aii- 
poared to Smagine that they coulil keel) 
cTory detail of output nud (■ondilions on 
thiiir propert'lf.s privnti'rly — forgittilini.' 
thut they w»»i'e not carrying on a bii«>- 
nesw entirely of their own conception 
and crealioii, but .were orlracting min- 
eral ifroiii tlie public soil — removing an 
asset of the coiuiti-y. 

Urgi'iit nece.ih-ily .existed for explicit. 
.(•lei'T .111(1 frcnuently-publishetl aiithoii- 
talive KlMlistits of conditions, griying Ihe 
outi)ut and iiarticiilars of work in every 
mine. It was not only necessary to issue 
a report oucc a year and allow-the mat- 
ter to be forgrttten for'' the' remainder 
of the twelvemonth. Official statistics 
of the milling industry should be put for- 
ward syHteniHtically and regularly — and 
the country should .obtain a fair percent' 
Age of the profita of the working mines. 
TnklnSf the pre^sent year's repflrt of tbp 



xn'inistor of mines. It wonld be found 
Hia't such is very far from the oaso. The 
public account showed that in West 
Kootenay but ^!32,12iU>l was <;(5llccted in 
mineral taxj the value uf the ore, net, 
after smelting and other charges, being 
roughly $3,230,000, while the gross value 
was something like 457,000,000, the differ- 
ence being absorbed in transportation, 
bundling and smelting charjgos, the smelt- 
ing being done on the other side of the 
line. 

At the same time ■l.'?,S2T,'7GG pounds of 
lead went into .ihe United States from 
the district of West Kootenay, upon 
which the United States coUc'tcd duty; 
while British Columbiu derived hut S32,- 
124.01. 

Of cojirsc the American business men 
were entitled to a fair profit upon llieir 
enterprise and service, but the dispro- 
portion was too conspicuously to the 
advantage of the foreign state. 

Apart from this, there were other rev- 
enues accruijjg to the country from the 

0. tploitation of the mineral resource 
that were not by any moans what they 
should be. The chnrgcs in connection 
with the organization of companies and 
registration of mining properties were 
not by any means iproportionate to the 
importance of the transactions dealt in, 
ill which 'OonnectioD' ho cited several per- 
tinent examples, one company whose 
business rcpreseutpj the total of $7,000,- 

000 contributing $4,000 to the revonuo 
of the province, :ind another 55300,000, 
aiiginonting the Girovincial revenue hv 

The ffi-eat bulk of the profit from the 
operation of these British Columbia 
mines wont not to the province, but to 
the United States, for tbe builfling up of 
the city of Spokane. 

Is it meant, ho asked, that the wealth 
of thifi' country-shall continue to be ex- 
ploited solely and entirely for the benefit 
of a foreign state? 

Lie advocated a proper and equitable 
mineral tax, so that our own couutrv 
may oorive a fair and just revenue, and 
iKJt continue to he a mere clearing 
house for the benefit of the peonle of an- 
otlior eounti-y. ^ 

Another point, while West Kootenav 
thus contributed $32,000 odd to the pro- 
vincial revenue, Cariboo contributed $1.- 
(iOO. Therefore, out Of a total mineral 
tax revenue of ?3G,000, deducting West 
ivootenay and Cnriiioo, there remains for 
all .the rest of the country but $2,023 — 
this from. East Kootenay, Yale, Oassiar, 
Omiueoa — a paltry sum of ..$2,023. 

The. people of England were thorough- 
ly cognizant of these facts, and found 
difficult indeed to believe tiat we hav., 
as we say, a great ■wealth of mineral 
in these named sections of .the province, 
•uudcr the existing State. Of affairs. It 
wa.s useless to spealc to them of the dif 
faculties III the way; they .knew, of th( 
duiiculties incidental to mining in West 
orn Au.stralia. It was equally useless 
to t(dl .them that wo are developing — 
they cannot understand tbis, upon the 
face of. the evidence before them. 

During the last three y.ears in this 
country 17,598 claims had been staked 
to produce this revenue of .§2,023. Tin 
truth of the matter was that the coun- 
try was not being developed — • that it 
would not be developed so long as the 
raining laws remain so that the country 
may he staked, but not developed. The 
root of the evil was the rotten condition 
of the mining law, which allawod claims 
to be slaked, re-located over and over 
again, .possibly, but not developed at 
all. 

Taking the ordinary sizo.tof claim in 
another country, British Columbia 
would have to-day 1,102,410 claims 
stakeo — or over 1,000,000 Transvaal 
claims. This meant that there ^vas 
soinetluiig in the state of aCTairs that 
would have to he altered, if improvement 
wjiB :ma<ic. It. was useless to talk or to 
wiJte of the vast mineral resources ot 
the eoiiiitry,. unless you could.show them 
by their fruits. 

'Hie imblic accounts and mineral sta- 
tistics, It would be noted, were based 
only .upon . ligures voluntarily Hubmitted 
iNo eJTort ajipoared to have been miule to 
compel the ^giving of detailed iuforina- 
tiou; no prosecution appeared to have 
been mitiatcd for the witholding of such 
lufocmation. 

Here was the chief point to-be nime'' 
at — prevent the indiscriminate staking 
of claims at. present indulged : in, not 
by profipectors, but for speciiliiive pur- 
poses. Indeed, the legitimate prosneet.ir 
sufEorea most. The legitimate prospect- 
or went out and did his best— h" toumi 
•staked ground everywhere. It ,vas im- 
possible for him to travel back "0 and 
M miles, .perhap.s, to a.seertnir. if the 
ground had been. .properly recorded He 
must naturally accept (he evidence .,r 
tSe stoke, and .these stakes would stand 
for years OS a detriment to the work 
of the legitimate prospector.

. THE REl'OK'.V DISCUSSKD. 

Mr. h^orrestor drew attention to sev- 
oral lather important clerical correc- 
tions which he deemed necessary, and 
the amendments suggested received 
favorable consideration. 

Coming to the clause in tbe mining sec- 
tion of tlio report wliich referred to the 
Atlin district, Mr. J. J. Shallcrosa ex- 
pressed the opinion that sulliciont en- 
quiries had not been made regarding the 
possibilities of tlie newly discovered gold- 
bearing district. He was informed that 
ii;-l-,OUO had tieeii taken out in one week, 
and he believed wing-dams had already 
been constructed. Ho recommoiuled 
that before the report Was finally adopt- 
ed and issued, some further enquiries 
should be made- OC course, some re- 
turning prospectors had given tbe coun- 
try a " black eye," but fljey were men of 
a class which would not do any work, 
and who would not speak well , of the 
country because they ^oould not get Bome- 
thing for noUiing. . ' 

Mr. Shallcross said Mr. Oohon had re- 
ferred to the miuiug laws and Ite'believed 
the permanency o£ the mining industry 
depended in great measure upon the sta- 
bility of the laws matte. The ..passage 
of the l!]ight-hour act 3l«d worlced detri- 
mentally, not only to fthe mining indus- 
try, but to allied indBStries; for instance, 
both the powder .works here bad been 
shut down in coiiseaaence of the atopi>ing 
of the mining woifk, and he was in- 
formed the chemical works would close 
next week. Thote is too much power 
left in the hands' of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in council 'in recent legislation. It 
was decidedly unwise to leave in the 
bands of -one man ho much , prerogative 
as there was in .tlie case of the Kight- 
hour bill referred to. In that case the 
Attorney-General, a lawyer, with no 
practical laiowlodgo of ■mining, had the 
power to put the measure into effect. 

Mr. Shallcross saitl {hat he was, 11 
agent, empowered to invest from S'ioO 
000 to .'JoOO.OOO in British C.IoliunlMa, but 
it was .nbsdlutely iieci'ssary before the 
investment is uiiide that the i)riiieipais 
shall know exactly what privileges they 
eiiii aciuiirc, and the permanence of 
tlieni. It wan a fact that those pri\i- 
leges, even if .obtained, were subject to 
the action uf the Lieutenant-Governor 
in council — tlie government of the day 
and might be withdrawn at nny time. 
Such legislation worked detrimentally, 
in all ways, for the ;i>eople of the prov 
ince. 

Mr. McCaiKlIess said that as far as 
Atlin was concerned, ho was a memhcr 
of the council, and it was thought all 
bad been said in the report' that eouki 
safob' he s.aid. He 'thought the report 
gave a very fair eslimate of the dis 
trict. 

Mr. W. II. Langley was of tbe opinion 
that sutllcient was not said Of the miiiea 
of Vancouver Island. 'He had it on good 
authority from men who had just boon 
up there that the coal on the West 
Const is of ttie xery best quality, and 
a trial of it is being made on the'Willa- 
pa. Nothing was «aid in the report of 
those coal fieldfi on the 'West Coast. 
Then there had recently come the new,.; 
of the placer finds, and although we dn 
not at present know whether they nu 
extehsivc, still something, vmight vor\ 
well be said qf them, for although tin 
board called itself flie 'BHti&h Columbi.'. 
Board of trade, there was no denying 
that they were principally interested in 
those things whicli affect Victoria, .nnd 
nothing had more eHeot'On'Victoria than 
the mlneriil wealth Of ''theTijlaha'.' 

-V corroboration of -the importance of 
the mineral deposits Uf" the "West Gonst 
of the Island was given by Cnptnin 
Clarke. He had been told by mining 
men thiit the ore olitiiincd there is us 
rii'li as any in the province. 

-Mr. llirschel Colion .said this onlv em- 
phasized the neeossity of svstema.'ic in- 
fdnnalion being ol)tained by the dep.qrt 
ineiit for the use of fho.se interested. 
Until the filing uf information is inaile 
conipiil.sory, notlUng satisfactory will be 
acconiplLslieil. Each discovery should be 
reported to the minister - of mlDes, so thnt 
the Information may be oBtilln'ed by those 
who wisli It. 

Mr. MeCandlcss explained that In a gen 
oral w.ny tlie coaiicll h.".d tlioiiglit U bet 
tcr not to refer to particular properties 
on the Island. It wonia be roiiiPinlicreiJ 
that In previous years they luul niailo es 
peclol mention of several inlues which they 
had considered all right, among them the 
nuke of York and the AlbemI Consolidated 
Now there Is nothing to be said of them. 
He believed there are lots of good proper- 
lloa on the Island, Indeed within twelve 
miles of the city ho knew of a good'Onc. 
but none of them are Bufflclently developed 
to ciwiblo tlie coimell to enibodv n state- 
ment regarding them In the report. 

A few other Important BOBgestlons were 
iiiiKle and then, on the motion of Mr. 'Mc- 
Candless, the mining section was passed ns 
amended. 

The paragriiplis referring to siiieltep.'i, 
concentrators and water power were also 
ailopti'd. Kiiine eonver.sMtlim tDok i)lM<'r 
regarding a section referring to industrial 
esialjIUlimi'iUs, wlilcb Mr. SliiilIcro.sH 
tlimiglil -would give a ratlior pour linrire.";- 
.slon, as It did not loi-ntloii (liose other 
Indiistiiiil cstabll.sliments dealt wilh Ri>e- 
cincally In their proper plaei's. Ii wa.s 
agreetl to remove the clniiHe, so that It 
would follow on -In proper sennence. 

As to fisheries, • the report, in attempted 
cxpin nation of the short supply of sni-. 
mon last year, sold It was believed to %aye 
been the result of "a freak," advising tbnt 
DO one co»ihl give any- reason for It. It 
was deeld<.d to leav<. out the stntemcal 
that It wii« a freak .mil stlcli to that 
wlileli admitted tliat nolliing was known In 
oxplanutloii of (lie pbcnnmenon. 

Tbe sealing Industry, agri nltiire .nul rail- 
ways refereii(.es were passed wltli the 
.slight nmendiiieiit to (lie (.freet lliat tli(. 
•extension of the roliimlda & W(>sterii will 
open up the Ilnuiidary country, Ihe siiggos- 
tioii (.|ii!in!illns from .Mr. r.'nrn.al er, who 
raplahied I hat nuiny people In tile Cast 
luiow of the lioiiiKlary connlry by name to 
Whom the Kcttl+- rlvor valley Would he 
unknown. 

On the matter of the Pnclflc cable, ilr. 
Shallcross expressed the ojilnlon that iiion- 
tlon should certainly bo made of the offer 
ot the provincial government to contribute 
one -million dollars to carrying out the 
enterprise. .AUbougta;08 circtinstanees had 
ehnngcd so tbat the offer was not now 
rn be aoceptcd, the ndvertlsemcnt certainly 
might ho made use of. .> : 

The reioalnder ot the report was gone 
ihroiigli, and a motion carried' to the effect 
thnt It be referred to the incoming council 
for naiendment as suggested and print- 
ing. 

The accounts wore pnssod as nudUed, 
Mr. Forre.ifer calling attention to the Item 
on the credit side, ^750, for the salr? of 
annual reiioits, which iie notilced on tlic 
debit Hide cost J727..-i0 to print. The secre- 
tary explained that the grants obtained 
M-ero Bouiewliat more Batlsfnctory ttinn 
usual.

Following is the petition of the American 
citizens In Atlln to President McKlnlejr In 
respect to the antl-allen la-w;

Honorable Sir,— We, whose names r.re 
hereto attached, all Ainerlcans, fully ihree- 
fourtbs native horn, many OallfominnH, all 
of whom have profoiuid reverence, love aiul 
respect for the Stars and Stripes, others 
of U9 liarlag In our past unsbeathcd tlie 
8 word, suffered the hnrdahlps and prlvii- 
tlons of tho battlclleUl and elioorfiilly slied 
our blood at the c;ill <if (uir, <jounti-y in tlie 
hour ot i)erll, all of uh arc- now ready to 
uaaliealli tlie sword at the call of our coun- 
try. 

Sir, ■n-e are the same claos of Americans 
who blazed the way to CiiUfornla In 3830, 
who developed her rcsouree.s, who hy their 
efforts nud Indoniitable energy eauscd to be 
, added to the weullh of the world blllious 
ot gold and other prodiictH, wo arc the siime 
chiHti of Ainerlcang who mnde Cnilforala 
the brlglit Khlidiis star ot tho American 
Dnlon. 

Sir, we have abiding- faith In our mother 
country and our countrymen at homo that 
when we raise our voices ai distress from 
a forelKU Itnd wherein we are absolutely 
unable and holplcaa to protect our lawfully 

: acquired rights tbat our appeal will reach 
the beattB of our coantry and our couiitry- 

' men. 

Sir, we claim It our duty to our country 
and our cinuitrymeu and our sacred duty 
to our families and those dependent upon 
us for succor and support, the last thing 

• being the highest duty known to God and 
man, to lay before your view the workings 

. of the cruel, unjust and before unboard of 
lair as.emlnating from anr ctvlllzed nation, 
the lavr cecestir passed and now being rlg- 
oroasly: enfprccd by- the province of British 
Colvnabla; the .said latv being misnamed the 
altea'*Iaw'i 

. Sir, ve do nor pretend to discuss tlic 
.propriety or question the right of'Britlsh 

.■Colnmbla to pass and enforce a plain, simple 

ilaV excluding aliens from the rights on- 
Joyed by British subjects within the bound- 
aries ot the British domaiu, neither would 
we complain or raise our voices against 
pns.slng such exclusion law applying to 
Americans oai.v; but, sir, wo do object to 
tackiiiK a codicil to any such law, that in 
its action abrof,'ales lawlnlly acquired 
rights and proi)erty of the subjects -of a 
friendly nation within the boundaries of 
this province, nil of wldcli lawfully aciiuirod 
Tights and property wore so acquired prior 
to the date ot the enactment of said law, 
as we shall prove to your satisfaction in 
this petition. 

Sir, we do not present this petition upon 
bended knees and in the attitudo of prayer; 
there Is only one before whom true Am- 
ericans assume such attitude— He yho not 
only Justly rules the world, but the whole 
universe. It Is only the svbject.s of Icings, 
potentates and despots who must bend the 
knee'wben asking for CTen a crumb from 
the ruler's table. 

We, jronr • suffering brothers, busbonds, ; 
fathers' and children, stand erect lljce men, 
ealllug aloudi to our. countrymen for hcii) 
and relief,' calling not to rulers, but calllr.ff 
to our servants aftd our coontrymen, calling 
to our brothers, fatiiors and mothers; not 
calling In the attitude ot mendicants and 
alms takers, siraply notifying our country- 
men ot our Inherited and well earned right 
that we need their help, calling to the 
great American family of sQventj millions, 
true, indepfndent and thouglitful people, of 
wliicli family we arc menilsors, whom we 
Icnow fio soon as oi;.r united voice I.r heard 
will talic immediate steps for our relief. 

Sir, llie greater part of your petitioners, 
and thousands of other Americans now 
absent, came to tbls part of the province 
Of British .Colnmbia last year, by special 
Invitation of this province. We were in-

•expIoreS «:oantryj seek for development, 
blnze out tho and pnvo the way for tens 
of thousands of others who wore too timid

■ Sir, following Is. the sense and true moan- 
ing, which sense and true incnnlns hnn been 

• upheld 'by the courts* of tirPtlsh Columbia 
for years' past of tbat particular part of 
the mining, laws, of British Columbia In 
force -at 'the date above written agree- 
ment was entered l-ito, which agreement 
wlthln U-scIf Implies If not speclllcally guar- 
antees to the holder thereof that such laws 
then 1 in f force Shall remain in full force for 



the term of one year,, so far as the rights 
of the holder of the contract were thereby 
effected. . 

Herewith And true copy of section 11 
ot the piQcer mining Irws of British Co 
lumbla In full force at the date of all 
these Avrlttcn conti-icts held by AraerlennH 
were entered Into and which are still In 
force: 

■ Every free miner shall during tho con 
thmaucc of this certitlcnte, but not longer, 
have the right to enter, locate, prospect and 
ndne for gold and other precious metals 
upon all lauds In the province of Uritlsh 
Coluuilda, whether vested In the crown or 
otherwise. 

Tlie rights of a free minor at that date 
were: I'liat the holder of tills written 
agreement should ii;ive the right to ex 
plore, prospect tor. locate, hold, own, work 
auil develop one creek and one bench placer 
ciiiiui on each and every stream within tli 
province ol British Columbia where golil 
was found, 'for bis own absolute use and 
beneat All the! gold which he might ex- 
tract from such locations under the tlien 
lawful regulations In force for the working 
ot such mines. 

This contract conveyed \hb right to pur 
olinsp any or all the placer cialuis offered 
for sale It he desired from any and all 
persona v/ho owned them, whether such 
owners were Britishers or aliens; to soil 
any ami all his claims acquired under this 
coutiiicc, eitlicr by location of purchase, to 
anvone he chose, regardless ot nationality. 
Tills contract conveys tho right to amend 
aiiv omission or Irregularities found In 
any ot ids locations, by obtaining from the 
gold comralssloiier permission to do so, 
thereby correcting any ' errors Of Irregulari- 
ties found at any time by re-locntlng and 
rc-recordlDg the same, thereby making bl 
title to sbch claims ijerfect and free from 
intrusion from outsiders. 

The above rights comvcyod by tlio.se writ- 
ten contracts have all been abrogated by 
the province of llrltlsh CoUinibIa, and loft 
the Americans who hold their contract- 
stranded, as a ship In nild-ocean without 
sail or rudder; left the^n dumbfounded, not 
knowing where to tuni or where to go. 

did not iH'll.-ve It posslhie that any 
nalUin on eiirtli clainiliiR niembershlp with 
clvlllxpd nations could perpetrate such an 
outrage. Sir, one ot tlie most cruel and 
daring outrages of them all is tlint all 
locations amde by nllcus subsequent to 
January ISUO, arc now cancelled. We 
paid oiir money In good faith for record- 
ing these locations after January 18, re- 
ceived and now hold from the authorized 
agents ot the province record receipt • for 
our money, no notice being given us by 
these agents that there was a new law 
that prohibited aliens from locating, re- 
cording and holding placer claims. 

Now, sir, after ii Inpso of more than 
three mouths and after we were ready to 
enter npon these lawfully acquired claims 
to open them np, we found nil such recorded 
locations were being cancelled and the 
clninis being given to British subjects, 
while our own titles to them were being 
swept away. 

llonorahle sir, be not unmindful of the 
difficulties and hardships we endured In 
acceptlug this lavltation from. British Co 
lunilila to unfold to the view ot the world 
the hidden treasure of this forbidden eoun 
try. Thousands of us spent our all In 
this lirddous task late last year. Americans 
before January 1, 1800, had fulllllert their 
part .of the contract to the very letter br 
showing -to the world this before hidden 
and unknown treasure. "We threw our 
orownless and rimless Inits in the air and 
shouted ' Eureka. Wo felt Joyous for the 
.enson that we had fultUlcd our part of 
the contract with Hrltish Coliimbln. We 
felt glad and secure because we liiid n 
reason to suspect that lirltlsh Columlda 
would turn traitor and abrogate any part 
f tills contract. Our further security 
■lis liascd upon the piist history of our 
native country, that America would not 
permit Brltlsli Coiumliln to injure thous- 
ands of her innocent subjects by turning 
traitor. We saw through the dim shaft of 
light forcing Its way through the former 
liank of dark clouds not only Kureka, but 
jnst and adequate reward for our hardships 
and suffering, Thousands of us, sir, placed 
our locations to -record late In the fall, 
lust on the' eve of the closing of the re- 
corder's office; Belnj our it food, no shel- 
ter from , the approaching rigorous winter, 
no money ' to provide ' either, nc wended 
our way out, hoping to earn during the 
winter by 'working for wages Bufllclent to 
procure food to return In the spring. Other 
hundreds found that after getting to the 
recorder's ofrtce here it had been closed 
iind moved one hundred and thirty miles 
away. These iiundreds wore tlicreby de- 
liarrcd by the taetles of lirltlsh (.'olumbia 
fro'.u reconiiiig their claims within the 
lawful time; and .so soon as possible, and 
risking life to do so, they reached the re- 
mote corder's office and recorded tlicir 
claiuin after the lawful time had expired 
to do so, the agents of Brltlsli Columbia 
accepting the nioaey without a hint op 
word that . they wore too late to legally 
record and bold their claims. These iuno- 
ccnt miners believed, and they hkd every 
right under the circumstances to believe, 
after paying from their scanty supply of 
money for these , records, that the province 
of British Coluinbla wotiM sustain them 
In their belief.' If tho lawful time had 
e.Kplred and tho agents of Brlllsh Colum- 
liia had refused to receive the money, then 
the case would have presented an ?ntlrely 
different phase. 

These Innocent minors after paying to 
record their claims, as above stated, be- 
lieved that they lield unnssailable titles 
to their property, and they rollreil from 
the Held, liellijvliiK them perfect. All of 
th(>nc loeatlons so made au.l recorded after 
the lawfid time, made by Americana under 
the action ot this so-called alien law, must 
necessarily be sacrilloed, and the honest 
locators return to find thera Bwept away 
ami their written contr^('t with Hrltish 
(;olniiiliia to locati! more claims abrogated. 
They found tliemselvos la a strange land, 
lionieless. all their bard work and risk 
of life barren of Just and merited reward, 
and their hopes blnsteil. 

Other hundreds braved the rigorous win- 
ters liere, living In tentf> and lints, suti- 
slstliig on tho coarsest food, wallowing 
ihrcMigli tlie snow with the mercury twenty 
to forty degrees below zero, seeking for 
ii(>w gold-hearing • streams to locate upon, 
found the streams, made locations, coiiid 
not record them by reason of the. rigors 
<if the season and by the removal of the 
recorder's office one hundred and thirty 
miles away until tbc onrly spring, when 
n recorder's ofllcu was I'stahllshed bore 
at Atlln: then they paid their money, re- 
ceived record receipts after January 18, 
the date of this Infamous law, and felt 
secure In their holdings, only to llnd that 
three months later their ioca tlons had been 



cancelled, their hardships and exposure 
tiarreii ot reward and their rightful hold- 
lugs swept away. 
Honorable sir,, .to sum, up: 'We declare 

'anayi>eU*f^''-^H'^i?**^'''^'^^ ""^^ whole 
Amerlcaii people will "declare, 'and we be- 
lieve the whole civilized world, including 
llrear itrltahi and the Dominion 'of Canada, 
that to terminate our rights, conveyed by 
these written contracts ut nay time prior 
to the date ot their cxpbatlou by ilmlta 
tlon to locate or purchase placer claims, 
to se-i tho same to Americans Is conllsca 
tlon of lawfully acquired rights. 

We believe tho same people will declare 
that to exiinnge from these written con- 
tracts the right to re-locate placer ciiilma 
in order to correct errors and Irregularities, 
and thereby perfect the title to the same 
during- tho term, of these, written, contracts, 
also the right ' to f liold .' and own all the 
olalias ."we in good falth' pald our money 
to record; and -where the money was ac- 
cepted . -without a word of protest fro 
Brifisli Columbta\nt all times, both prior 
and subsequent to the dale ot this so 
called alien law, and whhdi locations are 
now being cancelled, we believe, air, our 
government, our fellow Americans at home, 
including the civilized world,, will; -.declare 
to be plain and Hiniple conflscotlon' of law- 
fully aciiuireii property. 

Uonorable sir, we believe tlie tacts as 
above set forth have proved beyond a qucs 
tlon of doubt every allegation by your 
conu-udcs in distress, and that we., have 
made a clear and absolute case of 'Con- 
llscallon of hiwluliy acquired property. 

The exact number of Americans holding 
these agreements wo have no 'means ot 
knowing; we believe them to be not les 
than 10,000, and possibly 20,000. 

Kir, the history of our country gives no 
parallel case of a foreign nation claiming 
to be civilized perpetrating such an out- 
rage upon tiie innocent and defenceless 
subjects of Anii-rlca. We liave in our 
feeble way state<l the case truthfully and 
plainly. We give the tacts as they are 
to-day, without any iiint or promise from 
Ilritl.sh Columbia that siie will restore our 
lawfully acquired rights oi- make restitu- 
tion fur the loss we have sustained and 
the injustice suffered. 

Sir, we ask through your high and re- 
sponsible position, to which ourselves and 
our comrades at home have elected you, to 
immediately bring this gigantic outrage to 
the notice of the executive branch of our 
government to the end that he may speed- 
ily inform our comrades at home ot our 
perilous situation. To let this outrage 
continue a day after it is known to our 
countrymen without taking prompt and de- 
cisive action wdulil leave a stain upon our 
national cbara<-ter, wlilcli will make all 
true Americans turn their eyes in blusli- 
Ing and shame. More, sir, it will lower 
the respect by wliich we are now and have 
always been held In the eyes of the civiliz- 
ed world to such tt degree that we must 
take from the -world censure instead of 
praise.

suffering to British subJecvK. 'riiey tell us 
through the bars ot the trap by the same? 
language we have abrogated our written 
contracts with .vou and ask us what are 
von going to do about it. 

Honorable sir, la conclusion, we wish to 
Impress upon your mind tiiat time is the 
essence ot salvation from the rank Injustice 
ot this law. Troinpt and declalvo action 
is tiie only action that can save us from 
Irreiiarable wrong. A few weeks or months 
at the furtherest will have destroyed all 
the fruits ot our earnest work here; the 
placer mines -will all have been occupied 
bv British subjects, and' nothing left. Wc 
hiive profound respect for the officials here 
who are enforcing this unjust law, but 
they are simply doing their duty to their 
empJoy.cy-srpOjWtttter how- odious such duty 
Js to themselves. Tiiey are courteous and 
civil towards us, and we have failed to ilnd 
a single offlclal or n . single fair-minded 
British subject that upholds that part ot 
the law which abrogates lawfully acquired 
rights. 

Kelieve us, sir, we ask nothing from 
(Ircat Britain but the simple and Inimcdiate 
restoration ot our lawfully acquired rights 
in Brltlsli Columbia, coiqiled witli a Just 
and adequate ret-ompense for the loss which 
ye have already sustained. Our cause is a 
just one, and we have abiding taltli In 
tirompt and decisive assistance from our 
seventy mtttlons of comrades at home.

The liiial cliapter i,i n fantastic story 
of the sen was coniplL'twl jii.st bofore the 
just-arrived Aoran.s;! left Sydney— when 
tlic stcaniei- I'crlhshiro entered Tort 
.lack.-^on ill tow of the Taliinc, wliilo 
whistles shrieUod and booiuiiit; guns 
punctuated -the general rejoicing. F6r 
fifty days this great vo&sol had boon 
t(JS.''iiiK on the soas botwoeu Australia 
11 lid New Zcalaud, all but completely 
bolplcss, in the regular course of trallic 
for the most part, yet strangely niissiiif; 
everything. She had some CO souls 
aboard, a considornblo cargo, and her 
own value was n:oro than £100,000. She 
had indeed become a sort of Flying 
Dutchman, sighted here and there by 
passing vessels and tlicu lost. Tugs and 
intercolonial steamers went in search of 
her, but without success. The aid of 
the Koyal Navy was invoked, and one 
of Her Majesty's ships detailed for 
search. Finally came the news that 
the long-lost I'erthshire had iiKain been 
fallen in witli northerly, and her where- 
abouts baviiiK been fiivcu to the French 
ship La I'cruuse, it became a race be- 
tween that sliip iiiul the New Zealand 
steamer Taliine as to wliieli should first 
reach the disabled craft. Victory wa.s 
with the New Zealander, and .she 
brouRlit lier prize triiiinidiantly to .Iiick- 
son the day before the Aorangi sailed 
for this iiort. Second Ollicer I'ago of 
the Ion;,'-l)iiffeted steamer was ^aboard 
the CIiuiadian-A iistralian liner and told 
his story of the lon^' drift in the follow- 
ing words: 

•• We left Sydney on the 2('.th of 
April with 1,2U0 tons of frozen meat and 
(I.OOO tons of produce, bound for the 
BliifT, New Zealand. Strong southeast 
gales were e.viierieiiceil from tlie day 
we started until the 2.Stb April, when 
the weather moderated. At (! p- m. on 
that day the tail-end shaft broke. Tlie 
shi[) was then about .lOl miles Rontheast 
of Sydney, I. at. TSS deg. .'iT min. S., Long. 
!")(! "deg. :!8 min. K. .Vll sail wis at 
once bent, iiiul it was net that night willi 
the lio|)e of sailing or drifting towards 
Sydney. The sail, liowever, proved use- 
li'ss. 'There remained nothing for us to 
do but to drift in tlie hope that shortly 
.some vessel would sight us and take us 
in tow. On .Vpril oO the. engineers 
came to the conclusion that tho break 
was too far aft to allow them to con- 
nect with the coupling. There com- 
menced on our part a series of driftings. 
We rigged heavy drags over 'the Btern 
with as nnicli as ISO fiithoms of line, but 
all to no purpose. Wo could not alter 
hor course at all. On May 13 we sight- 
ed the timber-laden schooner Whdngaron 
from New Zealand, and "asked to be re- 
ported to any steamer she mi.glit fall in 
witli. On May 22 there commiinced a 
series of gales lasting a week. Tho 
shii) was in splendid trim and behaved 
well. On May 23 in the .height of thp 
gale we spoke the bark Northern Chief. 
By Sunday, May 28, we had travelled 
in all 030 mites in a atragibt line. The 
course had been isig-zae and sometimes 
altogether backwards, but the latter was 
not (fequent. During all this time 
rockets and other distress signals were 
sent up whenever we came to within 
30 miles of a steamer's track, but it 
was all of no use. We were now out of 
the regular track of all steamers be- 
tween New Zealand and Australia, an<l 
were drifting in a direction which would 
take us Into the unpleasant vicinity of 
the South Sea islands and their danger 
ous coriil reefs. .\s a last resource it 
was decided to break awny the slern 
lube and endeavor to couple the broken 
shaft. On tlie lltii of .Iniie, iifte; l-l 
dnys of hanl work, which had lasted 
right through the 24 hours, the first few 
turns of the propeller were taken. The 
temporary structure worked idl right, 
and we got steerage way on the boat— 
and it was not a moment too soon. At 
that time we were within 40 miles of 
the roek-boniid coast of Norfolk island, 
and were drifting straight towards it at 
the rate of two or lhre(^ knots per hour. 
That day wi' went slowly ahead with the 
engines a'l day. stiipiiing them two or 
throe times to adjust the couplings. At 
15 a- m. on the l.'Uh .Inne we siglited the 
steamer Talune. She stood by us till 
daylight, when a hawser was passed 
al)oiird and we proceeded along towards 
Sydney, where we arrived on Monilay 
morning, .Tune We were making 

AYj knots ourselves wlien jiicked up, 
and reiudiod port all well and with our 
cargo in perfect position and oondition." 

LOST WITH ALL ON BOAIID. 

From tho Now Zealand and Fijian pa- 
pers is gleaned the news that the Union 
Stcnnisliip Company's Inter-lslnnd steam- 
er Oahu foundered at sea recently, wliilo 
on a voyage from Greytnoutli to Dune- 
din, all hands being lost. Tho vessel 
was staunch and seaworthy enough for 
ord'naiy and proper service, but carried 



on her last iU-stacred trip some SCO tons 
of coal below and 23,000 feet of lum- 
ber on the deck — an overload to which 
must be attributed her destruction. The 
Oahu was a vessel of 740 tons and 550 
horse power, a sister ship of the Taupe, 
and coiiiiiianded by Capt. liri^.wer, 11. 
Hums l)eing chief engineer. Wliili' in 
Fiji, in the hurricane of ISOu, tlii! Oaliii 
had a very narrow escape from Imiig 
wrecked off the Tavisuui coast, and it 
was alleged at that time that in the 
height of the storm she had sailed over 
reefs that it would have been iiuiiossi- 
ble Cor her to have missed iu ordinary 
weather. The theory formed by e.vperts 
of the Oahu's flnal destruction, supported 
by the circumstantial evidence of wreck- 
age, is that meeting the lull force of a 
southerly gale from off Cape Campbell 
the hatches were forced oIT, and the ship 
quickly foundering, went to the bottom 
with all hands. Tliere were no passen- 
gers, and the roil of death is simply the 
steamer's roster, as follows: lii chard 
Brewer, niuiter, married; .Murdoch -Mc- 
I'hi'rson, chief ollicer, married; liobert 
Hogg WaiTcnder, secoud olUcer, single;

Heads. Shortly after her departiin' from 
Sydney a dense fog settled over tb<.' New 
South Wales coast, and to this cause in 
the main U attributed the loss or tlie 
ship. The Tekapo was built iu IS.Sl bv 
K. Steele & Co., of Greenock, and wa's 
launched as the Cape Clear, afterwa rds 
beiuK purchased by the U. S. R. Co. She 
f<)r years ran between Sydney and New 
Zealand,. He hull was Iron; tonnage. 
2-130 tons gross; and dimensions, 291 
feet long by 38 feet beam, and 211 feet 
depth of hold.

and tlie slii|i's brig was tiili of men con- 
signed to the giiaril-liou.se nearly all' the 
way, The regularly organized eoiiipanles 
nhoard, sueli as those of the Fourth 
Cavalry niul the Fourtecmh Infantry, were 
required to be kept on guard duty nearly 
nil the time to preserve discipline which 
some of tho lecrnlts disposed to scoff at. 
.Several times there was serious trouble 
threatened, ' and only prompt and vigorous 
nicBsurcB prevented It. She sailed' tlilS 
morning.

"The' only [iiirt of the solionie that may 
be culled In nny way ciperlineiiliil Is the 
part of the syBtein between Oahu and 
Kauai. ;rho distance Is about pLxty miles. 
It Is only thlrtj'-two nilles aerosn the Kng- 
Ush Channel at the point now occupied 
by Marconi. Mr. Cross has no fear of 
failure. In fact, he hi tiatlROcd that the 
Knuai circuit will be as snceeasfui as the 
others. ■ j ' 

"So much bos been written of late of 
the Marconi system of wireless telegraphy 
that it is well understood. Sound waves 
nro projected on straight lines between 
stations and fall upon sensitive flbiiH or re- 
ceivers. In short distances, as lii'tweon 
islnnils of this group, stations would not 
only be unoljstrncled, but In most cases 
would 1)(! distinctly visible one to tlw 
other.
